1 . HIGHLIGHTS OF SOVIET PRESS: 

- U.S. COVERAGE CONSISTS OF NUMEROUS SMALL ARTICLES— 

MOSTLY NEGATIVE, AND A LENGTHY IZVESTIYA ARTICLE BY POLITICAL 
COLUMNIST V. MATVEYEV BASED ON MATVEYEV'S PARTICIPATION IN 
STATE DEPARTMENT STUDY TOUR.
